It has been good 
not only for the consumer who knows 
exactly what he is getting (whether 
specials, extras, first or seconds), but 
also for the producer, who is certain 
of reasonable reward for quality pro¬ 
duct. 

It has (given great impetus to an 
intelligent study of poultry problems 
and of how to make hens lay. It is 
an important branch of activity on 
many farms. '

Southern Alberta’s 1929 harvest, 
one of the best ever taken off, was 
the shortest in period of time requir¬ 
ed of any normal crop ever grown.

In 1928 there were 661 combines 
operating on the Lethbridge railway 
division. In 1929 there were 1166 in 
use, according to a very careful sur¬ 
vey!

It explains what is 
meant by the expression “relative 
humidity,” and points but that, for 
health and comfort, indoor relative 
humidities of from 40 to 50 per cent, 
should be maintained throughout the 
winter. It shows how a hygrometer 
is used to measure relative humidi¬ 
ties, and points out that the effective 
control of humidifying equipment de¬ 
pends upon results as measured by 
means of this instrument.

Experimental Farm Notes Tells How 
and Where to Get Good Seed Grain 


Good seed is the -fjrst requirement 
of good crops, and because of this, 
no effort should be spared in procur¬ 
ing the best. 

Due Largely to the efforts of the 
Canadian oeed Growers’ Association 
good reliable seed is perhaps more 
readily available at the present time, 
than has beenrthe case at any time in 
the past. This Assocition, made up 
entirely of growers has had as its ob¬ 
jective, for a period of 25 years, the 
bunding up of reliable seed stocks of 
standard varieties, and the produc¬ 
tion-of this seed in quantities suffic¬ 
ient to meet the popular demand. 

Seed that comes up to the require¬ 
ments of Canadian Seed Growers’ 
Association, and bearing a Govern¬ 
ment seal is known as Registered 
seed. Such seed is pure as to variety 
to the extent of 99.9 per cent, .and 
furthermore is practically free from 
weed seeds and seeds of other kinds 
of grain. 

Registered seed is offered for sale 
by the growers themselves, and by 
reliable seedsmen in Canada. The 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association 
issues a catalogue each year, giving 
the names and addresses of growers 
of registered seed throughout Cana¬ 
da, and the approximate quantity for 
sale. This catalogue can be obtained 
through the office of the Association 
.n the Jackson Building, Ottawa. It 
is therefore possible to obtain the 
names of Registered seed growers in 
any particular district in the country. 
This is a valuable service because of 
the importance of using seed grown 
locally, and adapted to local condi¬ 
tions. * 

The establishment of both large 
and small seed cleaning centres in 
some sections of the country, central¬ 
izes the cleaning and marketing of 
large quantities of Registered seed, 
and supplies another medium through 
which high quality seed can be ob¬ 
tained. 

-■*- Wfien the purchaser is not prepar¬ 
ed to pay the comparatively small 
difference in price between Register¬ 
ed seed and ordinary seed, it is some¬ 
times possible to locate seed that 
traces back to Registered seed. When 
this is done, however, there is entire¬ 
ly no guarantee regarding the purity 
and quality in general of this stock, 
but it is often the case that this seed 
may be better, than ordinary seed. 

By purchasing Registered seed in 
Canada, one need have no fear as to 
its reliability, both as regards true- 
ness to variety and quality in general 
It is never safe to invest money in 
seed upon which a crop is dependent, 
without a certain guarantee that tko 
variety is recognized as bding adapt¬ 
ed to the locality and that the seeds 
are reliable and. comparatively free 
from impurities. 

High quality seed of the Registered 
grades carl therefore be purchased 
^either fron; the. growers or from re¬ 
liable seedsmen in Canada, who usu¬ 
ally earry large storks of this seed 
representing the standard varieties 
recognized by the Canaditfft Seed 
Growers’ Association. *<
